An Arctic Circle Railroad. 
An iinportant engineering enterprise 
now in progress is a railroad in the 
Arctic Circle. The Swedish and Nor- 


2 railroad now being built from 
Lulea, on the Gulf of Bothnia, to Luf-.

situated within the Arctic Circle, and 
is some 1,200 miles further north than 
any railroad in Canada: An interest- 
ing meteorological fact stated in rela- 
tion to this work is that the snowfall 
is found to be actually less than in 
some more southern latitudes, while 
the darkness of the long winter nights 
has been partly compensated by the 
light of the aurora.
